It got* without saying that when get- 
ting horses into fl«- li for the market the 
quicker the requisite amount ran Is? put 
on the better it will Is? for the seller. 

A friend of the writer recently bought 
from one farm 82 great, big, powerful 
geldings that had done a rough winter’s 
work on indifferent care and looked 
badly in consequence. They wire fed 
as noted alsive and in six week* went 
off at a very handsome profit, as nice 
looking a bunch as ever were in a stable 
together. Tlie report* of every market 
for liors*-* contain thi* expresnica, 
“These prices for horse* of such and 
such an age, sound and 'in goml flesh. ’ " 
It is iinj» 's-ible to get a good price for 
thin horses, and there is no sense in get- 
ting rid of them at what they will fetch 
and letting some one make ull the profit 
by simply putting 100 pound* of meat 
on their frame*. One man can do it a* 
well as another. 

There is another point to l?e noted in 
thus getting horses ready for the mar- 
ket. The fe»*der must carefully note ev- 
ery animal's feeding capacity. Scarcely 
any two horses in the same stable will 
do equally well <>n exactly the same ra- 
tion. The f«ssls must be arranged in 
projiortiou to capacity. In most of the 
middle western state* as well ns in tin- 
east there are nu n who make a busi- 
ness of buying up thin horse* and put- 
ting flesh on tin m, and these operators 
generally get rich. The rule about good 
flesh on the o|»en horse market holds 
gmsl with road and carriage hones as 
well as With the heavier kinds, and it is 
more easily complied with, for it takes 
much loss fits! to got a trim driver into 
shape than a big, heavy drafter. 

A word or two of advice as to mak- 
ing horses up for show may i: be out 

of place, in view of tin? fact tnat many 
local exhibitions take place* at the be- 
ginning of the soumiii. The stallion that 
is “all run down," though ho maybe 
the U-st horse of the lot, will attract the 
least attention. To get light harness 
horses into condition for show at this 
time, sloppy fe-ed must be avoided, and 
crushed oats, barley and bran take the 
place* of softer foists. 

Plenty of exercise? inn<t be given nnd i 
good grooming done* every day. If soft ] 
flesh would do for a stallion to make his 
seasou ou, it could be us easily and 
quickly put ou, as in the other cases 
mentioue*d, but a better uml more serv- 
iceable article is demanded and can 
only be supplied with graiu and work. 

A mash, however, may lie given with 
advantage at night It should be warm, 
very nearly dry, and twice a week a 
good sized rutabaga or a few boiled car- 
rots should be? added. — Horseman.

If there arc a few poor apecimens in 
a flock, sell them quickly at whatever 
price can be got. To try to put them 
among a lot of gotsl, well fattened ani- 
mals will depreciate the whole more 
than the others will bring. If there can 
be two classes made iu selling, be sure 
to make them and dispose always of 
the poorest first. The same cause* which 
made the best animals gain their supe- 
riority are likely to continue In opera- 
tion as long as they live. Yet It is qnite 
common among u certain class of poor 
farmers to let the butcher take hia pick 
of their sheep, hogs or cattle, thinking 
that with the reduction iu number ex- 
tra feiding will moke the reuiuiuder os 
good as the first. It very rarely result* 
thus. It is usnally uot lack of feed, but 
lack of digestive power, that makes the 
poorer animals iu a flock out of condi- 
tion. — St Louis Poet -Dispatch.

The 
more men who can lie convinced of 
these evils tlte stronger will las the 
effort to abolish the traffic, shut up tlie
